he  stake  in  general  practice  pharmacy  built  up  by 
le  Guinness  group  (p  750)  may  come  as  a  considerable 
urprise  to  many  pharmacists,  not  least  because  of 
ie  question  mark  it  leaves  over  the  "independence" 
)f  generally-supposed  proprietors.  How,  in  fact, 
ioes  a  company  become  a  large  multiple  in  a  few 
/ears  without  it  becoming  obvious  either  in  the 
jrofession  or,  judging  by  their  silence,  to  the  financial 
ournalists  ? 

The  answer  is  quite  simple  —  control  of  companies 
trough  subsidiaries.  We  must  immediately 
icknowledge  that  Caledonian  Pharmaceutical 
Holdings  have  "hidden"  nothing  and  that  all  C  &  D's 
uestions  have  been  answered  with  promptness  and 
vith  candour.  Their  "honourable"  intentions  are 
ndeed  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  in  Scotland  all  the 
roup's  activities  are  coming  under  a  single  trading 
itle  and  a  similar  process  is  likely  in  the  rest  of  the 
ountry  in  respect  of  wholly-owned  pharmacies. 
But  the  fact  remains  that  had  Caledonian  decided 
o  continue,  after  takeover,  their  subsidiaries'  original 
rading  titles,  the  extent  of  their  operation  is  unlikely 
o  have  become  apparent.  Only  a  painstaking  and 
me-consuming  search  at  Companies  House — and 
hat  by  someone  knowing  what  they  were  looking  for 
could  have  revealed  what  was  happening. 
Are  there  any  other  "snowball"  developments  in 
etail  pharmacy?  If  so,  who  is  behind  them  and  are 
hey  perhaps  more  shy  of  publicity  and  less  candid 
nan  are  Guinness ? 

The  candour  of  the  Guinness  group  demonstrates 
hat  their  employees  already  know  for  whom  they  are 
working.  Does  the  same  apply  to  employees  of  any 
ther  empire-builder  there  may  be? 
As  we  have  seen,  there  is  little  to  connect  one 
smote  subsidiary  with  another  unless  the  "parent" 
o  wishes.  It  is  obvious  that  there  is  scope  for  the 
aceless  entrepreneur. 
There  is,  of  course,  nothing  illegitimate  about 
uilding  up  a  sizeable  stake  in  any  industry,  unless  a 
monopoly"  situation  arises. 
Already,  as  the  C  &  D  1 974  Directory  shows,  at 
ast  2,838  pharmacies  are  in  acknowledged  groups 
f  five  or  more  — that  is  a  quarter  of  all  pharmacies, 
ome  of  these  may  be  in  undeclared  larger  groups — 
nd  of  course  many  "independents"  might  be  included 


in  sizeable  groups  were  their  ownership  not  registered 
by  separate  companies  (eg  Bloggs  High  Street  Ltd 
and  Bloggs  Main  Street  Ltd). 

The  growth  of  multiples  obviously  has  a  bearing  on 
the  profession  and  its  future.  For  how  long  can  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union's  policies  be  geared 
to  the  independent  proprietor  pharmacist  who  seeks 
to  serve  the  public  across  his  own  counters?  How 
many  independents  is  Care  protecting  from  the 
multiples— and  how  many  multiples  from  other 
multiples? 

Down-but-not-out 

The  intercompany  comparisons  of  pharmaceutical 
manufacturers  (p  751)  will  provide  some  ammunition 
for  both  the  anti-  and  pro-industry  elements  in  the 
House  of  Commons. 

Analysing  the  tables  it  would  appear  that  the  average 
profitability  of  the  companies  had  fallen  by  one-fifth 
over  the  three  years  between  1970-71  and  1972-73. 
Nevertheless  despite  the  fall  the  average  return  on 
capital  was  18  per  cent.  That  is  considerably  higher 
than  the  return  of  most  manufacturing  industries  but  it 
is  still  true  that  the  pharmaceutical  industry  has  higher 
research  and  development  costs  to  bear  than  most 
other  industries  and  therefore  requires  a  higher  return. 
Sales  overall  by  industry  do  not  vary  a  great  deal  even 
in  an  epidemic  year;  the  rise  in  value  over  the  three 
years  was  14  per  cent  and  if  measured  in  real 
terms  would  in  fact  show  a  fall.  In  contrast,  ICI's 
pharmaceutical  sales  rose  by  54  per  cent  over  the 
three  years  while  Fison's  pharmaceutical  sales,  thanks 
no  doubt  to  Intal,  rose  by  80  per  cent. 

Because  a  comparitively  small  proportion  of  the 
turnover  of  Boots  Co  Ltd  relates  to  pharmaceutical 
manufacturing  and  because  of  the  large  size  in 
comparison  to  the  others,  no  useful  comparisons  can  be 
made  from  this  particular  report. 

Profit  margin  averages  are  down  over  the  years  but 
two  big  companies  not  included  in  the  tables  because 
they  have  extensive  interests  in  fields  other  than 
pharmaceutical  manufacture,  namely  ICI  and  Fisons, 
have  shown  a  much  better  performance  than  the 
average  of  those  surveyed.

"James  Morison  and  his  pills"  by  William 
H.  Helfand,  and  "A  note  of  Dr  James's 
fever  powder"  by  J.  K.  Crellin. 

Helfand's  paper,  described  as  a  study  of 
the  19th  century  pharmaceutical  market,  is 
based  on  a  lecture  given  to  the  British 
Society  for  the  History  of  Pharmacy  in 
London  (see  C&D,  December  2,  1972, 
p.851).  It  traces  Morison's  career,  his  pro- 
duct, marketing  methods  and  the  reactions 
of  the  medical  profession,  the  caricaturists 
and  the  public  to  his  activities. 


Dr  Crellin's  note  describes  a  powder 
that  was  patented  in  1747,  the  popularity 
of  which  was  based  on  "a  widespread  be- 
lief in  its  efficacy  as  a  mild  antimonial 
preparation  and  the  lack  of  a  widely 
accepted  alternative".  Two  points  bolstered 
says  Dr  Crellin  "by  intensive  advertising, 
secrecy  over  the  formula  and  a  lack  of 
critical  thinking."  The  two  papers  provide 
excellent  reference  lists  that  will  also  be 
useful  to  students  of  pharmaceutical 
history.

pharmacies  now  have  118 


Softly,  softly,  Arthur  Guinness  Son  &  Co 
(Park  Royal)  Ltd,  the  well-known  brewers, 
have,  through  their  fully-owned  subsidiary, 
J.  L.  Morison  Son  &  Jones  Ltd  (MS  &  J), 
been  acquiring  a  sizeable  stake  in  Britain's 
pharmacies. 

With  118  pharmacies  already  in  associa- 
tion, the  group  is  fast  catching  up  with 
Britain's  second-largest  multiple,  Westons. 
Westons  returned  a  total  of  186  pharma- 
cies for  the  table  in  C&D's  1974 
Directory. 

Guinness'  interest  in  matters  pharma- 
ceutical is  not  new,  for,  among  companies 
they  used  to  own  the  Crookes  Laboratories 
Group  before  it  was  sold  to  the  Boots  Co 
Ltd.  The  company's  MS  &  J  subsidiary 
were,  and  still  are,  agents  in  overseas 
markets  for  many  well  known  pharmaceu- 
tical and  cosmetic  houses.  It  is  through 
this  company  that  the  pharmacies  have 
been  fully  or  partly  acquired. 

Scottish  venture 

Their  retail  venture  began  in  Scot- 
land when  in  1970  R.  Gordon  Drummond 
Ltd  (RGD)  was  formed  with  the  three 
former  partners  of  R.  Gordon  Drummond. 

Since  that  time  the  growth  in  the  num- 
ber of  pharmacies  in  Scotland  has  been 
rapid  and  now  totals  73.  The  holding 
company  for  the  pharmacies  in  Scotland 
is  Caledonian  Pharmaceutical  Holdings 
Ltd  whose  registered  office  is  in  Falkirk. 
This  company,  it  will  be  recalled,  acquired 
early  in  1973  the  Glasgow-based  multiple 
of  Cockburn  &  Co  which  owned  over  30 
pharmacies.  Their  bid  topped  an  earlier 
offer  by  Weston  Pharmaceutical  Holdings 
who  then  withdrew. 

For  a  time  the  various  acquisitions  in 
Scotland  continued  to  trade  under  their 
former  names  but  the  policy  now  is  to 
use  the  RGD  title. 

In  addition  to  their  Scottish  interests 
MS  &  J  have  10  pharmacies,  trading  under 
various  names,  in  Wales.  In  England  there 
are  now  35,  again  under  a  number  of 
names  the  main  ones  being  I.  D.  Sherman 
(Chemists)  Ltd,  (in  London  area);  T.  E. 
James  Pharmacies  Ltd  (south-east  Essex) 
and  T.  R.  Milburn  Ltd  (in  the  north-east). 

Among  the  Wales  pharmacies  in  which 
MS  &  J  have  an  interest  are  five  owned  by 
D.  H.  Maddock  Ltd  (they  formerly  traded 
as  "Hagons").  Mr  Maddock  is  a  member 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council 
and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
Executive  Committee.  Four  I.  D.  Sherman 
branches  have  recently  changed  to  T.  E. 
James,  according  to  the  latest  list  of 
Register  corrections. 

Twenty-three  shops  were  recently 
acquired  in  /the  Republic  of  Ireland  trading 
as  Shop  'n  Save  Ltd  and  it  is  also  MS  & 
J's  intention  to  extend  that  group.  Shop 
'n  Save  is  a  drug-store  chain. 


Plans  are  well  advanced  to  open  a 
pharmacy  at  Guinness'  Albermarle  Street 
headquarters  in  London's  West  End  and 
this  is  expected  to  operate  in  the  early 
autumn  (the  "site"  is  pictured  above). 

One  of  the  leading  executives  in  the 
enterprise  is  pharmacist  William  Y. 
Hughes  who  qualified  in  1965.  He  is 
managing  director  of  Caledonian  and  a 
director  of  MS  &  J. 

Doctors'  handwriting 
and  'script  confusion' 

The  secretary  of  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association  Ltd,  Mr  J.  Wright,  in  the 
annual  report  for  1973  says  that  although 
Association  members  were  responsible  for 
dispensing  more  than  250  million  prescrip- 
tions at  a  time  when  the  public  was 
becoming  more  claims-conscious  than 
ever  before,  claims  arising  from  dispensing 
errors  numbered  only  21. 

Of  these,  he  says,  six  almost  certainly 
resulted  from  confusion  of  similar  pro- 
prietary names,  for  example,  Normax/ 
Mandrax,  Bellergal/Belladenal,  Polycrol 
Forte/Palaprin  Forte,  Safapryn/Salazo- 
pyrin.  Several  other  dispensing  error 
claims  arose  after  the  wrong  strength 
tablet  or  capsule  had  been  supplied  or 
when  labels  on  two  preparations  were 
transposed.  "Doctors'  handwriting  still 
leaves  much  to  be  desired." 

As  in  previous  years  the  most  costly 
claims  resulted  from  accidents  to  the 
public  in  and  around  members'  phar- 
macies. In  two  instances  members  opened 
trap-doors  leading  to  the  cellars  in  their 
pharmacies.  In  one  case  the  opening  was 
left  completely  unguarded  and  in  the  other 


only  a  row  of  toilet  rolls  stood  between 
customers  and  disaster.  Serious  injuries 
resulted  and  claims  followed. 

The  biggest  increase  in  expenditure  over 
the  previous  year,  Mr  Wright  says,  was  in 
the  costs  of  providing  members  with  legal 
defence  and  representation.  The  year  saw 
some  significant  changes  in  the  law  relat- 
ing to  dealings  in  drugs  and  there  were 
firm  indications  that  the  authorities  were 
tightening  their  efforts  to  combat  drug 
abuse. 

The  increase  in  subscription  income, 
£22,038  against  £14,205,  enabled  the 
directors  to  report  a  small  surplus  at  the 
year  end  compared  with  the  excess  of  ex- 
penditure over  income  of  more  than 
£5,000  in  the  previous  year. 

Receptionists  training 

Doctors'  receptionists  must  be  given  clear 
guidance  as  to  the  decisions  they  may 
take  themselves  and  those  which  must  be 
taken  by  the  doctor,  advises  a  report  pub- 
lished on  Tuesday. 

The  study  —  General  Medical  Services, 
Report  of  the  Joint  Working  Party  1973 
(H.M.  Stationery  Office,  £0-45),  concerns 
appointments  systems,  deputising  arrange- 
ments and  diagnostic  support  for  general 
practitioners.  On  receptionists,  the  report 
states  that  they  should  not  be  made  to 
appear  a  barrier  to  care.

Care  keeps  'chemist'  in  Nl 

Care  advertising  in  Northern  Ireland  is 
to  include  the  word  "chemist".  The  ad- 
vertisement which  will  appear  in  the 
Belfast  Telegraph,  June  14,  includes  the 
heading  "Your  Care  Chemist  is  worth 
visiting  for  very  special  reasons." 

Northern  Ireland  recently  agreed  unani- 
mously at  three  Care  launch  meetings  that 
their  advertising  would  continue  to  use 
the  "chemist"  title  (C&D,  May  25,  p  643). 

Insulin  prices 

The  Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee  points  out  that  the  prices 
charged  by  the  various  manufacturers  for 
the  insulins  they  produce  now  vary.  To 
ensure  accurate  payment  it  is  essential  that 
Forms  EC  10  bearing  orders  for  insulin 
are  suitably  endorsed  indicating  the  brand 
supplied  before  they  are  submitted  for 
pricing. 
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Industry's  sales  rising  but 
profit  margins  falling  ^ 


A  report  which  analyses  the  performance 
of  some  60  pharmaceutical  manufacturing 
companies  in  Britain  in  respect  of  such 
items  as  profitability,  profit  margin,  re- 
turn on  capital,  sales  per  employee,  etc, 
shows  that  the  average  profitability  has 
fallen  by  approximately  one-fifth  to  18  per 
cent  between  the  accounting  periods  1970- 
71  and  1972-73. 

The  value  of  sales  rose  by  14  per  cent 
over  the  three  years  while  the  average 
profit  margin  fell  from  1 1-8  per  cent  to 
10-8  per  cent  in  that  period. 

A  table  giving  the  companies'  return  on 
capital  shows  a  wide  variation  between 
companies.  Reproduced  here  are  the  pro- 
fit/capital employed  percentages  for  the 
top  five  companies  in  1972/73.

Pharmacy-only  list 
'the  most  difficult' 

The  "pharmacy  only"  list  under  the 
Medicines  Act  is  the  most  difficult  of  the 
Act's  three  medicine  categorisations, 
according  to  a  leading  article  in  a  recent 
issue  of  General  Practitioner. 

Ideally,  said  the  article,  the  most  potent 
medicines  should  all  be  limited  to  pre- 
scription only.  "Should  a  responsible  mem- 
ber of  the  public  be  able  to  buy  from  a 
pharmacy  a  potent  drug  for,  say,  a  bad 
migraine  attack  or  diarrhoea,  or  should 
he  have  to  seek  out  a  doctor  each  time? 
It  all  depends  on  how  responsibly  the 
pharmacist  and  his  staff  exercise  their 
judgment",  the  article  added. 

If  the  recent  interim  prescription-only 
list  (C&D,  May  4,  p  543)  had  been  an 
attempt  to  tidy  up  matters  before  the 
Medicines  Act  became  fully  operative, 
"then  it  has  been  a  failure".  There  was 
"little  apparent  logic"  behind  the  list  — 
some  medicines  were  already  being  con- 
sidered "for  the  final  prescription  only 
list;  others  were  not". 

There  were  still  "several  highly  potent 
substances"  available  for  open  sale,  should 
a  pharmacist  wish  to  be  indiscreet.  Some 
anti-neoplasties  (such  as  methotrexate 
"which  has  been  used  for  abortion 
attempts"),  anti-hypertensives,  cardiac 
drugs,  vasodilators,  anti-coagulants,  bron- 


chodilators,  and  certain  anaesthetics  were 
still  not  restricted  to  prescription  only. 
"Perhaps  the  Secretaries  of  State  .  .  . 
ought  to  desist  from  producing  further  in- 
terim orders  until  they  have  a  clear  idea 
of  why  the  lists  are  being  produced,  and 
ought  to  concentrate  instead  on  producing 
well-reasoned  and  workable  final  lists,"  the 
article  concludes. 

Phenacetin  warning  labels 

During  the  next  two  or  three  weeks  NPU 
members  will  be  sent  a  small  supply  of 
phenacetin  warning  labels.  The  text  is:  — 
"WARNING  —  Contains  phenacetin.  Do 
not  take  for  more  than  a  few  days  except 
on  medical  advice." 

In  a  covering  note,  members  will  be 
reminded  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
advice  that  wherever  possible  alternative 
preparations  should  be  recommended,  but 
it  is  considered  that  the  N.P.U.  labels  will 
be  a  safeguard  for  the  member  in  those 
instances  where  it  is  felt  appropriate  to 
continue  to  supply  a  phenacetin-containing 
preparation  prior  to  September  1. 

Oxygen  service  in  jeopardy 

A  Stockport  pharmacist,  protesting  about 
aspects  of  the  oxygen  supply  service,  is 
concerned  that  the  service  is  being  placed 
in  jeopardy. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Tameside  Family 
Practitioner  Committee,  Cheshire,  which 
was  to  be  sent  on  to  the  Department  of 
Health,  Mr  S.  F.  Wain  complained  of  the 


"unsatisfactory  level  of  oxygen  payments" 
which  are  at  present  under  negotiation, 
and  the  "unsatisfactory  conditions  relat- 
ing to  repair  of  wear  and  tear  of  equip- 
ment" for  which  no  payment  at  all  was 
made.  In  his  experience  it  was  doubtful 
whether  the  present  rental  covered  wear 
and  tear  maintenance  "let  alone  recoup- 
ing the  original  capital  outlay". 

Mr  Wain  told  C&D  that  repairing  the 
oxygen  equipment  was  costing  him  all  the 
rental  he  was  receiving.  A  10  per  cent 
leakage  of  oxygen  could  cost  him  £5  a 
week.  The  area  chemist  contractor  com- 
mittee had  told  him  that  a  decision  on 
the  current  oxygen  remuneration  negotia- 
tions was  expected  by  the  end  of  June. 

May  Register  losses 

A  total  of  20  pharmacies  were  lost  to  the 
Society's  Register  during  May,  when  31 
pharmacies  closed  down  and  11  opened 
for  the  first  time.  Of  the  closures,  two 
were  in  London,  22  in  the  rest  of  England, 
four  in  Scotland  and  three  in  Wales.  One 
pharmacy  opened  up  in  London,  nine  in 
the  rest  of  England,  and  one  in  Scotland. 

Chemists  'playing  up 
dangers'  of  analgesics 

Pharmacists  "are  inclined  to  play  up  the 
dangers"  of  aspirin  and  paracetamol, 
states  an  article  in  this  week's  Sunday 
Times. 

In  the  wake  of  the  new  phenacetin  re- 
strictions, the  article,  "How  painkillers 
kill",  gives  the  constituents  of  several  pro- 
prietary pain  killers,  and  discusses  the 
different  drugs  used  in  the  preparations. 
Stressing  that  the  Medicines  Commission 
was  drawing  up  the  general  sale  list,  the 
article  comments :  "This  means  that 
manufacturers  of  products  containing 
aspirin  are  now  casually  dropping  hints 
about  the  dangers  of  paracetamol  rather 
more  often  than  usual,  and,  vice  versa, 
while  the  pharmacists,  who  do  not  like  to 
see  supermarkets  taking  over  their  trade, 
are  inclined  to  play  up  the  dangers  of 
both".

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Doctors  to  discuss  motion 
on  safety  containers 


A  motion  regretting  "that  the  Government 
is  still  dragging  its  feet"  regarding  the 
supply  of  drugs  in  child  resistant  con- 
tainers has  been  tabled  for  the  British 
Medical  Association's  Annual  Representa- 
tive Meeting,  July  10-13. 

The  motion  also  calls  for  early  action 
and  implementation  of  a  Minute,  from  the 
1972  Meeting,  which  referred  to  a  report 
produced  by  a  Panel  on  Pharmaceutical 
Products.  Discussing  the  question  of  safety 
containers,  the  Panel  had  come  down  in 
favour  of  unit  packs,  and  the  subsequent 
Minute  had  called  for  tablets  and  capsules 
to  be  supplied  in  unit  or  bubble  packs  of 
opaque  material  "from  a  very  early  date". 

Other  motions  down  for  discussion  at 
the  meeting  include :  that  the  feasibility  of 
producing  "a  code  of  good  practice  for 
prescribing"  be  investigated;  that  "in  view 
of  the  increasing  cost  of  drugs,  and  the 
decreasing  availability  of  pharmacists",  the 
meeting  should  press  for  doctors  else- 
where "to  enjoy  the  same  facilities  as 
doctors  in  Scotland  have  to  obtain  drugs 
likely  to  be  needed  for  emergency  supply 
to  their  NHS  patients";  and  that  the  meet- 
ing deplore  the  failure  of  the  Department 
of  Health  to  agree  to  an  appropriate  in- 
crease in  the  net  dispensing  remuneration 
for  dispensing  doctors,  as  recommended 
by  the  twelfth  report  of  the  review  body, 
and  urges  the  negotiators  to  pursue  the 
matter  vigorously  "in  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  has  been  no  increase  in  remuneration 
for  ten  years*'. 

Two  further  motions  deplore  the  intro- 
duction of  Regulation  19(a)  (keeping  of 
registers)  of  the  Misuse  of  Drugs  Regula- 
tions 1973  "without  consulting  the  pro- 
fession's representatives";  one  of  the 
motions  also  notes  "the  delay  in  sending 
proper  information"  on  the  Regulations. 

Medical  reply  to  attack  on 
Ineffective'  drugs 

The  medical  magazine  Pulse  has  refuted 
the  Guardian's  assertions  that  "ineffective" 
drugs  are  being  prescribed  by  British 
doctors  (C&D,  May  18,  p  602). 

Pulse's  medical  editor,  Dr  Hertzel 
Creditor,  wrote  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
magazine  that  a  couple  of  million  pounds 
a  year  could  be  pinpointed  as  being  un- 
necessarily expended  on  preparations  not 
satisfying  the  criteria  erected  by  the  FDA. 
Since  that  was  less  than  one  per  cent  of 
the  annual  NHS  expenditure  on  drugs 
(£264m),  "the  information,  which  is  in- 
tended to  be  horrifying,  is  incredibly  com- 
forting". If  a  general  practitioner  was  in- 
formed that  only  one  in  every  hundred  of 
his  prescriptions  had  not  benefited  the 
patient,  "he  would  be  convinced  that  his 
therapeutic  aspirations  succeed  beyond  his, 
and  the  patient's,  hopes". 

Referring  to  the  claim  that  20-40  per 


cent  of  prescriptions  have  placebo  effect 
only,  the  article  stated :  "There  are  so  few 
facts  about  placebos,  beyond  the  proof  of 
their  therapeutic  excellence".  When  a  pre- 
paration of  known  pharmacological  action 
was  beneficially  administered  to  a  patient, 
"who  is  to  say  and  how  do  we  know,  what 
proportion  of  the  influence  is  placebo,  and 
what  proportion  is  pharmacological?" 

US  proposals  for  production 
and  marketing  standards 

"A  battery  of  new  standards"  for  the  way 
prescription  medicines  are  produced  and 
marketed  in  the  USA  has  been  approved 
by  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Manu- 
facturers Association. 

According  to  a  recent  Newsletter  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  the 
recommendations  include:  legislative  pro- 
hibition on  the  distribution  of  drug  samples 
except  on  written  request  from  a  doctor, 
dentist  or  pharmacist;  legislative  ban  on 
giving  "premiums,  prizes,  or  other  items 
of  value"  to  doctors,  dentists,  pharmacists 
and  students  to  induce  them  to  prescribe 
or  stock  particular  products;  requirements 
that  all  prescription  drugs  carry  an  expiry 
date  which  would  be  never  later  than  five 
years  after  the  date  of  production;  each 
company  would  be  required  to  obtain  a 
certificate  of  good  manufacturing  practices 
from  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration, 
who  would  also  certify  company  record 
keeping  and  the  availability  of  skilled 
manpower  and  facilities  to  handle  product 
recalls  and  investigate  adverse  reaction  re- 
ports; and  legislation  and  FDA  regula- 
tory changes  requiring  a  manufacturer  to 
prove  chemical  equivalence,  biological 
equivalence  where  there  are  valid  bio- 
availability tests,  or  otherwise  therapeutic 
equivalence. 

The  Newsletter  adds  that  APhA  noted 
the  proposals  did  not  eliminate  the  prob- 
lem of  samples,  and  expressly  permitted 
"the  distribution  of  free  goods,"  incon- 
sistent with  a  prohibition  on  "premiums". 
The  recognition  of  the  pharmacist's  role 
in  drug  product  selection  was  "conspicuous 
by  its  absence". 

Family  doctors  Mack 
clear-cut  role' 

The  scope  of  work,  undertaken  by  family 
doctors  for  their  patients,  shows  wide 
variations,  according  to  a  booklet  pub- 
lished this  week. 

The  Work  of  Primary  Medical  Care 
(published  by  Office  of  Health  Economics, 
162  Regent  Street,  London  W1R  6DD. 
£0-25)  adds  that  the  NHS  has  as  yet  few 
generally  accepted  standards  against  which 
such  performance  can  be  measured.  Call- 
ing for  more  extensive  scrutiny  of  family 
doctors'  work,  the  booklet  concludes  that 
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Mr  Michael  Williams,  managing  director 
of  Houbigant,  awards  a  presentation  box 
of  Chantilly  to  Pam  Greenwood,  winning 
lady  jockey  in  the  recent  Chantilly  Ladies 
Stakes  at  Newmarket.  This  was  the  first 
race  to  be  sponsored  by  Houbigant  Ltd, 
who  presented  a  prize  of  £1,000  to  the 
owner  of  the  winning  horse,  plus 
presentation  boxes  to  the  first  three 
jockeys  past  the  winning  post. 


clear  guidelines  on  the  scope  of  general 
practice  now  need  to  be  drawn  up. 

The  point  is  also  made  that  with  the 
prevailing  attitudes  in  the  1970s,  people 
are  much  more  likely  to  express  pain 
than  before  and  are  also  more  likely  to  go 
to  doctors  with  conditions  previously 
thought  embarrassing  or  associated  with 
stigma.  That  means  that  people  now  ex- 
pect treatment  for  "trivial  conditions",  and 
such  states  as  alcoholism,  depressive  ill- 
ness and  a  range  of  behavioural  and 
mental  disorders  "are  now  thought  suitable 
cases  for  treatment  under  the  NHS". 

Provisional  estimates  give 
May  drop  in  volume  sales 

The  provisional  estimate  of  the  seasonally 
adjusted  index  of  the  volume  of  retail 
sales  in  May  is  106|  (1971  =  100)  —  about 
H  per  cent  below  the  April  figure. 

The  Department  of  Industry  says  that 
the  estimate  suggests  a  further  decline  in 
the  volume  of  trade  following  a  fall  of 
2-2$  per  cent  between  March  and  April, 
although  this  fall  may  have  been  exaggera- 
ted by  the  incidence  in  March  of  some 
pre-Budget  spending  which  would  other- 
wise have  occurred  in  April.  Also  indica- 
ted is  an  average  volume  of  retail  sales 
in  the  three  months  March  to  May  about 
H  per  cent  below  the  low  level  in  the 
first  two  months  of  the  year;  and  taking 
the  first  five  months  of  the  year  together, 
H  per  cent  below  the  average  level  in  the 
second  half  of  last  year. 

The  provisional  estimate  of  the  value  of 
sales  in  May,  based  on  non-seasonally 
adjusted  data,  shows  a  15  per  cent  rise 
compared  with  a  year  earlier.

News  in  brief 


□  Three  more  common  names  for  pesti- 
cides (reference  74/51400)  have  been 
approved  by  the  Pest  Control  Products 
Industry  Standards  Committee  for  eventual 
inclusion  in  BS  1831. 

□  A  total  of  22,674,503  prescriptions 
(14,348,325  forms)  were  dispensed  by 
chemist  contractors  in  England  during 
February,  at  a  total  cost  to  the  NHS  of 
£20,654,366-56  (£0  91   per  prescription). 

□  A  13-year-old  Australian  boy,  an  asthma 
sufferer,  was  killed  after  mistakenly  in- 
haling a  pain  relief  spray,  according  to 
Australian  Express,  a  weekly  newspaper 
circulated  to  Australians  in  Britain.  The 
gas  contained  in  the  spray  was  said  to  be 
"fluorochloromethane",  and  a  pharmacist 
with  the  Australian  Poisons  Information 
Centre  was  quoted  as  saying  that  children 
looking  for  kicks  often  sniffed  the  spray. 


Topical  reflections 
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Analgesics 


It  is  reported  that  there  is  a  campaign  in  Australia  to  curb  the  sale  of 
analgesics  and  to  ban  their  advertising  unless  some  warning  is  given 
of  the  possible  effects  of  continued  consumption  of  such  products. 
There  are  proposed  restrictions  in  relation  to  substances  which 
lead  to  drug  abuse.  It  seems  that  the  world  in  general  is  becoming  aware 
of  the  fact  that  drug  abuse  as  such  is  not  confined  to  preparations  or 
chemical  substances  which  have  been  recognised  as  "addictive"  to  a 
point  where  they  are  controlled  by  legislation. 

Phenacetin  is  to  be  firmly  controlled  from  September  and  we  are 
informed  that  it  has  been  replaced  in  all  proprietary  medicines  by  what,  at 
present,  are  regarded  as  harmless  substitutes.  The  British  Medical  Journal 
stated  recently  that  there  does  not  appear  to  be  a  place  for  the  prescribing 
of  phenacetin  in  medical  practice.  The  article  goes  on  to  discuss  the 
toxicity  of  aspirin,  phenacetin  and  paracetamol  in  occasional  use;  regular 
use  over  a  long  period,  and  acute  overdosage,  concluding  that  habitual 
consumption  of  any  analgesic  is  potentially  dangerous. 

Yet  advertising  of  compounds  for  the  relief  of  pain  is  widespread.  Its 
purpose  is  certainly  not  designed  to  discourage  the  taking  of  potentially 
dangerous  substances,  many  of  which  are  available  from  stores  and 
supermarkets  which  make  no  pretence  to  a  knowledge  of  therapeutics. 
Eventually,  control  by  legislation  may  be  the  drastic  remedy  to  be  applied 
as  an  alternative  to  the  banning  of  advertising  altogether.  The  affixing  of  a 
health  warning  does  not  appear  to  have  been  particularly  effective  in 
cigarette  smoking,  and  in  many  cases  the  urge  to  take  analgesics  is  not 
unlike  the  urge  to  smoke.  Meantime,  in  his  protective  role,  the  pharmacist 
must  discourage  the  consumer  who  wants  to  buy  large  quantities  of  any 
analgesic. 

Herbal  remedies 

Professor  E.  J.  Shellard,  of  the  department  of  pharmacy  at  Chelsea 
College,  taking  part  in  a  meeting  devoted  to  discussing  herbal  remedies, 
said  that  there  could  never  be  any  question  of  herbal  preparations 
replacing  synthetic  substances.  No  one  could  turn  back  the  clock,  he  went 
on,  for  today  there  were  many  very  useful  synthetic  drugs.  "It  is  more  a 
question  of  the  natural  and  the  synthetic  being  complementary  to  each 
other  in  the  treatment  of  disease,"  he  said. 

I  have  thought  for  some  time  that  our  preoccupation  with  our  cleverness 
in  juggling  with  organic  groups  at  the  expense  of  a  hardly-acquired 
knowledge  of  the  effects  of  plant  medicines.  From  earliest  times  when  man 
discovered — and  some  times  imagined — benefit,  treatment  was  necessarily 
empirical.  There  must  inevitably  have  been  disaster  from  some  medicines, 
and  they  would  drop  out  of  the  armamentarium,  just  as  we  ourselves 
have  seen  with  the  synthetic  phenacetin  and  amidopyrin. 

Tea' 

Pharmacists  of  my  generation  were  frequently  asked  for  chamomile 
flowers  to  make  a  "tea",  or  an  infusion  with  a  reputation  for  bruises, 
sprains  and  discoloured  optics.  And  there  was  a  faithful  band  which 
bought  senna  leaves  and  pods,  and  sundry  other  small  purchases  to  make 
an  electuary  which  they  stoutly  maintained  was  more  effective  than  our 
confection  of  senna.  I  have  visited  pharmacies  on  the  Continent  which 
kept  large  quantities  of  chamomile,  of  rosemary,  and  other  herbs.  They 
were  still  in  considerable  demand,  though  I  had  the  impression  that  their 
devotees  belonged  to  an  older  section  of  the  community,

Post  Scripts 

Beautiful  parasiticides 

A  paper  to  gladden  any  environmentalist's 
heart  was  delivered  in  London  last  week 
by  Professor  F.  H.  L.  Van  Os,  head  of 
the  department  of  pharmacognosy  and 
galenical  pharmacy,  State  University  of 
Groningen,  The  Netherlands.  Its  title  — 
"Nematocides  in  the  family  Compositae" — ! 
gave  little  hint  of  the  fascinating  tale 
Professor  Van  Os  had  to  tell  of  pains- 
taking research  over  a  decade,  research 
dedicated  to  destroying  those  destroyers 
of  plant  crops,  the  eelworms. 

It  was  not  a  story  of  total  success  be- 
cause one  of  the  worst  affected  crops,  the 
potato,  cannot  be  protected  by  the  method 
described.  But  (and  here  pharmacists  can 
rejoice)  the  digitalis  can.  The  eelworm's 
greatest  asset  is  the  protective  cyst  in 
which  it  survives  in  the  soil;  this  ruptures 
only  when  the  roots  of  a  host  plant  (highly 
species  specific  in  the  case  of  potato  eel- 
worm)  come  into  the  vicinity.  And  it  is 
only  during  the  subsequent  free-living 
phase  before  root  penetration,  or  within 
the  root  itself,  that  the  parasite  may  be 
killed  chemically. 

What  Professor  Van  Os  had  to  offer 
was  the  prospect  that  by  growing  certain 
Compositae,  and  in  particular  the  tagetes 
marigold,  in  the  plot  to  be  used  for  the 
chosen  crops,  most  of  the  eelworm  can 
be  eradicated.  His  team  has  identified 
some  of  the  substances  involved,  mainly 
acetylenes,  di-and  tri-thienyls  and  a  new 
substance,  a  benzylfuran. 

Back  in  the  laboratory  their  activity  was 
proved.  But  nature  still  had  a  trick  up 
its  sleeve  —  the  activity  was  lost  unless  the 
worms  were  exposed  to  light  after  they 
had  absorbed  the  poison.  Hardly  an  an- 
ticipated phenomenon  when  the  substan- 
ces were  known  to  be  active  underground! 
As  yet  at  a  loss  for  scientific  proof,  the 
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Dutch  team  is  thinking  in  terms  of  the! 
light  performing  in  vitro  the  same  oxi- 1 
dative  function  as  a  co-enzyme  in  vitro.  I 
Perhaps  the  explanation  will  be  forth-] 
coming  and  perhaps  the  end-product  of  I 
the  research  may  be  yet  another  spray  — 
but  somehow  the  prospect  of  fields  of 
a  tagetes  "break  crop"  seems  infinitely 
more  attractive! 

Little  samples,  big  stick 

Pharmaceutical  samples  and  sampling  can 
promote  heated  debate  and  sometimes  un- 
warranted criticisms,  but  in  the  May  issue 
of  Synapse,  the  newsletter  of  the  Northum- 
brian Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  there  is  an  apposite  comment  on 
samples  and  dispensing. 

The  author  states:  "There  are  many 
perfectly  legitimate  ways  in  which  phar- 
macists obtain  samples,  and  legitimately 
supply  this  material  against  prescription. 
However  the  pharmacist  who  fails  to  an- 
ticipate the  reaction  of  a  patient  who  be- 
lieves that  a  prescription  charge  is  being 
levied  against  him  for  something  which 
was  originally  free,  fails  to  understand  his 
fellow  men.  Further  it  seems  reasonable 
to  take  the  view  that  he  asks  for  all  the 
trouble  which  he  gets  in  such  circum- 
stances. Unfortunately  such  instances  are 
seized  upon  by  the  media  in  an  under- 
standable flurry  of  excitement  and  dis- 
proportionate adverse  publicity,  which 
reflects  upon  every  member  of  the  profes- 
sion. 

"One  would  have  to  be  living  in  too 
rarified  an  atmosphere  to  suggest  that  the 
patient's  only  concern  is  with  the  quality 
and  effectiveness  of  a  medicine  supplied, 
and  that  the  cost  and  source  are  of  no 
consequence  to  him.  Human  nature  is  by 
no  means  always  rational,  it  is  also 
emotional  and  none  of  us  have  any  desire 
to  be  beaten  by  a  stick  put  into  someone 
else's  hands  by  thoughtless  colleagues." 

The  author  could  have  added  a  desire 
for  a  big  stick  to  apply  to  those  "thought- 
less colleagues".  He  would  have  had  the 
support  of  the  majority  of  his  profession. 

The  medical  muse  concert 

Dr  Fritz  Spiegl,  musician  and  medical 
man,  has  a  large  following  in  London  for 
his  specially  devised  concerts.  That  on 
June  8  was  no  exception:  the  Queen 
Elizabeth  Hall  was  packed.  He  acted  as 
narrator  and  the  Liverpool  Music  Group 
gave  a  selection  of  medical  songs  and 
quaint  eighteenth  century  advertisements, 
and  played  items  like  The  Pain-Killing 
Polka.

That,  and 
the  duet  from  Donizetti's  opera  "The 
Nightmare  of  the  Apothecary",  in  which 
the  apothecary  is  pestered  all  night  by  a 
caller  who  assumes  various  disguises,  were 
perhaps  the  highlights  of  the  evening 
though  catches,  humorous  and  bawdy 
sung  by  the  group,  delighted  the  audience 
The  illustrated  programme  reflected  Di 
Spiegl's  searches  into  the  by-ways  oi 
medical  and  medicinal  music.

anal  region  is  very  sensitive,  and  readily 
responds  to  any  form  of  irritation  by  be- 
coming red,  itchy  and  sore.  That  casual 
irritation  may  be  mechanical,  as  by 
friction  from  rucked-up  underwear  or  too- 
tight  pants,  thermal  when  the  seat  gets 
hot,  chemical  from  sweat  or  discharge,  or 
bacteriological". 

Dr  Jolles's  research  has  revealed  a  high 
incidence  among  motorists.  Here  heat 
from  pvc  seat-coverings  and  friction  from 
sliding  on  the  car  seat  whilst  driving,  pro- 
duce ideal  conditions  for  irritation  to  arise. 
Nylon  underwear  is  another  contributory 
factor. 

Another  group  of  sufferers  are  particu- 
larly vulnerable  through  having  haemor- 
roids  —  any  slight  discharge  may  soon  act 
as  an  irritant. 

One  way  of  combating  drivers  bottom, 
said  Dr  Jolles,  is  to  use  Lantex  tissues  by 
Sterling  Health.  These  are  tissues  medica- 
ted with  a  special  fluid,  are  soft  but  tough 
and  are  self-disinfecting.  "A  thorough 
wipe  with  one  each  time  before  leaving 
the  toilet  will  tend  to  prevent  the  onset  of 
DB  (drivers  bottom)  for  hours."  If  the 
irritation  recurs,  a  re-wipe  will  usually 
give  instant  relief,  leaving  the  hands  clean.

Notes  on  new  medicaments 

Cyproterone  acetate  (6-chloro-17  hydroxy - 
la,  2a  methylene-pregna-4,  5  diene-3,  20 
dione  acetate)  acts  as  an  anti-androgen  by 
blocking  androgen  receptors.  It  also  has 
progestogenic  activity  which  exerts  a  nega- 
tive feedback  effect  on  the  hypothalamic 
receptors,  so  leading  to  a  reduction  in 
gonadotrophin  release,  and  hence  to 
diminished  production  of  testicular  andro- 
gens. The  sum  of  these  actions  permits  the 
control  of  excessive  and  misdirected  male 
libido. 

The  sperm  count  and  the  volume  of 
ejaculate  are  reduced.  Infertility  is  usual, 
and  there  may  be  azoospermia  after  eight 
weeks.  There  is  usually  slight  atrophy  of 
the  seminiferous  tubules.  Follow-up  exami- 
nations have  shown  these  changes  to  be 
reversible,  spermatogenesis  usually  revert- 
ing to  its  previous  state  about  3-5  months 
after  stopping  the  drug,  or,  in  some  users, 
up  to  20  months.  It  is  not  yet  known  if 
spermatogenesis  can  recover  after  very 
long  treatment.  There  is  no  evidence  that 
abnormal  sperms,  which  might  give  rise  to 
malformed  embryos,  are  produced  during 
treatment. 

Fatigue  and  lassitude  are  common  in 
the  first  few  weeks  but  become  much  less 
so  from  the  third  month.  About  one 
patient  in  five  develops  transient  or,  in 
some  cases,  permanent  enlargement  of  the 
mammary  glands.  In  rare  cases  galactor- 
rhea and  tender  benign  nodules  have 
been  reported. 

Cyproterone  acetate  can  influence  carbo- 
hydrate metabolism,  so  extra  care  is  ad- 
vised in  poorly-stabilised  diabetics;  glucose 
levels  in  the  blood  and  urine  should  be 
examined  in  all  diabetics  or  prediabetic 
patients  before  and  every  4-6  weeks  during 
treatment.  Liver  function  tests  should  be 
performed  before  and  every  4-6  weeks 
during  treatment  in  patients  who  have 
chronic  liver  disease.  Alcohol  appears  to 
reduce  the  effect  of  the  drug  which  is  of 
no  value  in  chronic  alcoholics.  Hypo- 
chronic  anaemia  has  been  found  rarely  in 
long-term  treatment,  and  blood  counts  be- 
fore and  at  intervals  of  4-6  weeks  during 
treatment  are  advisable.  A  negative  nitro- 
gen balance  is  usual  at  the  start  of  treat- 
ment, but  does  not  persist. 

The  decline  in  spermatogenesis  is  slow, 
and  so  the  drug  should  not  be  regarded  as 
a  male  contraceptive.  A  spermatogram 
should  be  recorded  before  starting  treat- 
ment in  patients  of  procreative  age,  as  a 
guard  against  attribution  of  persistent  in- 
fertility at  a  later  stage.  It  should  not  be 
given  to  youths  whose  bone  maturation 
and  testicular  development  are  incomplete. 
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An  Odyssey  of  Islands 

by  A.  G.  Mervyn  Madge,  FPS,  FIPharmM 


Three  days  after  leaving  Southampton  by 
boat,  land  fall  is  made  at  Madeira  (the 
largest  island  of  a  small  archipeligo)  dis- 
covered by  the  Portuguese  in  1418, 
colonised  by  them,  and  considered  a  part 
of  political  Portugal.  With  a  population 
of  300,000  one-third  live  in  the  capital 
Funchal.  Its  delightful  climate  provides  its 
main  industry  —  tourism,  followed  by 
wine,  bananas  and  the  famous  wickerwork. 

Madeira 

In  the  centre  of  Funchal  is  the  "English 
Pharmacy"  where  the  proprietor's  know- 
ledge of  English  is  minimal.  There  is  no 
school  of  pharmacy  in  Madeira  and  all 
seeking  qualifications  must  study  in  Portu- 
gal such  as  the  Universities  of  Lisbon  and 
Coimbra  for  a  period  of  five  years. 

Only  licensed  staff  can  undertake  dis- 
pensing under  the  supervision  of  the  phar- 
macist. The  licence  can  be  obtained  after 
working  for  five  years  in  a  pharmacy.  This 
formerly  was  only  granted  from  Lisbon 
but  is  now  more  or  less  automatic  in 
Madeira. 

There  are  24  pharmacists  (including  five 
females)  on  the  island  and  16  pharmacies. 
Only  a  pharmacist  can  own  a  pharmacy 
but  he  can  have  non  pharmacy  branches 
as  collecting  points  for  prescriptions. 
Hours  of  business  are  44  per  week  and 
usually  from  9am  to  1pm;  3pm  to  7pm 
closing  on  the  half  day  Saturday  at  1pm. 
A  rota  service  caters  for  emergency  needs. 
Staff  enjoy  seven  public  holidays  a  year 
with  up  *o  24  vacational  days  depending 
on  the  period  of  service. 

Madeira's  50  doctors  are  not  allowed 
to  dispense  but  in  the  very  rural  areas  the 
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pharmacists  turn  a  blind  eye  to  such 
activities. 

The  controlling  or  disciplinary  body  for 
pharmacy  is  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Portugal  and  the  local  association  is  more 
or  less  considered  a  branch. 

There  is  a  Health  Service  and  prescrip- 
tions are  priced  at  the  time  of  presentation, 
by  the  pharmacist  or  his  licensed  staff.  The 
patient  pays  25  per  cent  if  the  drugs  are 
of  Portuguese  origin  and  40  per  cent  if 
not.  For  the  lower  income  groups  the 
medicines  are  free. 


Barbados 

Five  days  sailing  away  in  Barbados,  which 
is  more  advanced  pharmaceutically  than 
many  of  the  Caribbean  islands.  Slightly 
larger  than  the  Isle  of  Wight  it  has  a 
population  of  240,000  about  90  per  cent 
of  African  descent;  19,000  live  in  the 
capital  Bridgetown. 

There  are  81  pharmacists  with  56  in 
general  practice,  14  in  hospital  and  10  in 
industry.  Of  lady  pharmacists  there  are 
eight.  Barbados  has  36  pharmacies.  There 
is  no  control  on  opening  nor  regulations 
regarding  space  or  equipment.  American 
or  Canadian  influence  is  apparent  in  the 
modern  spacious  pharmacies  of  Bridge- 
town with  open  display,  self  service, 
cigarette  and  cigar  sections  and  one  phar- 
macy offers  trading  stamps. 

Health  Service  dispensing  in  the  UK 
style  is  non-existent.  All  private  prescrip- 
tions are  priced  at  50  per  cent  on  cost. 
A  uniform  basic  cost  price  is  maintained 
to  avoid  undercutting.  Dispensing  is  under- 
taken at  hospitals  (there  are  two  with  a 
pharmacy  department)  and  at  various 
hours  at  government  clinics  in  the  out- 
Iving  areas  by  travelling  pharmacists. 
Delays  in  dispensing,  which  may  be  up  to 
two  or  three  days,  more  or  less  force  the 
patient  into  the  private  sector  with  its 
quicker  service. 

A  42-hour  week  is  worked  in  the  phar- 
macies, the  usual  hours  being  8am  to  5pm 
with  Saturday  closing  at  1pm.  There  is  no 
rota  service,  pharmacies  are  open  on 
Sunday  mornings.  Staff  have  three  weeks 
holiday  after  five  years'  service  and  the 
normal  eight  public  holidays.  Pharmacies 
are  often  closed  for  one  or  two  weeks  for 
holidays.  • 

Barbados  does  not  have  a  school  of 
pharmacy  and  hence  pharmaceutical 
education  and  training  is  based  on  the 
"apprenticeship"  system.  Three  years  is 
spent  under  the  supervision  of  the 
"Master"  pharmacist  supplemented  by 
lectures  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Barbados  during  which  period  two 
examinations  have  to  be  passed.  The  final 
examination  is  by  the  State  although  it  is 
carried  out  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Success  means  the  granting  of  the  diploma 
and   practice   can    commence.  Currently

there  are  five  female  students  and  16  male. 
There  is  one  inspector  appointed  by  the 
state  who  calls  on  the  pharmacies  at  about 
six-monthly  intervals.  The  25-year-old 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Barbados,  very 
conscious  of  the  need  to  raise  the  stan- 
dards, is  endeavouring  to  persuade  the 
University  of  Guyana  to  teach  scientific 
subjects  for  a  pharmaceutical  course.  Be- 
cause of  the  distances  involved  in  the 
Caribbean  area  there  is  a  basic  plan  to 
have  a  university  catering  for  each  of  four 
sections  into  which  these  islands  would  be 
divided,  Jamaica,  Trinidad,  Guyana  and 
Dominica,  but  much  work  has  still  to  be 
done. 

Puerto  Rico 

Another  24  hours  of  smooth  seas  brings 
the  journey  to  Puerto  Rico  and  the  har- 
bour of  St  Juan  and  the  first  view  of 
American  Caribbean  pharmacy. 

In  1917  Puerto  Ricans  were  given  US 
citizenship  and  in  1952  complete  self 
government  in  "voluntary  association" 
with  the  US. 

With  the  highest  population  density,  it 
is  the  industrial  centre  for  that  portion  of 
the  Caribbean,  though  tourism  especially 
from  the  US  is  now  a  major  source  of 
income. 

Pharmacy,  sad  to  relate,  embraces  the 
American  influence.  Open  display  selling, 
self  service,  cigarettes  and  cigar  section. 
There  is  a  certain  amount  of  control  on 
opening,  a  planning  licence  is  necessary 
which  takes  "public  need"  into  considera- 
tion. Puerto  Rico  has  no  health  service  as 
we  know  it. 

Qualification  usually  takes  place  in 
Florida  and  there  is  a  Puerto  Rican  Col- 
lege of  Pharmacists  at  Hato  Rey.  Hours 
of  business  are  long  —  8am  to  10pm  for 
six  days  of  the  week.  The  pharmacist  and 
staff  work  in  shifts. 

Only  40  miles  away  form  Puerto  Rico 
there  are  some  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
lovely  parts  of  the  whole  world,  the  capti- 
vating Virgin  Islands,  with  St  Thomas  as 
the  centre  of  the  US  group  of  these  islands 
and  Tortulla  for  the  British. 

There  is  only  one  pharmacy  in  St  Johns 
to  serve  the  community  needs,  and  is  the 
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usual  store  cum  pharmacy.  There  is  no 
health  service  of  the  UK  pattern  in  St 
Thomas  or  St  Johns.  Facilities  are  there 
but  one  has  to  pay.  There  is  much  inter- 
trading  between  the  islands  and  much 
movement  of  people  too,  so  that  domicile 
does  not  seem  of  great  consequence. 
(Doctors  and  pharmacists'  qualifications 
are  accepted  from  other  islands  in  the 
Caribbean.) 

Antigua 

Antigua  with  the  two  dependencies  of 
Barbuda  and  Redonda  form  the  largest 


and  most  highly  developed  of  the  four 
British  Leeward  Islands.  It  is  about  three- 
quarters  the  size  of  the  Isle  of  Wight.  The 
main  industry  is  sugar,  much  smaller  now 
due  to  the  political  troubles  and  the  burn- 
ing of  the  plantations,  and  sea  island 
cotton. 

There  is  no  school  of  pharmacy  and 
only  about  eleven  pharmacies.  Qualifica- 
tion, as  such,  is  obtained  by  undertaking 
three  years  in  a  hospital  dispensary  under 
the  pharmacist  (sometimes  working  under 
a  doctor  is  sufficient).  A  medical  or  doctors 
board  gives  registration.  There  is  no  health 
service  but  out-patients  dispensing  at  the 


hospital.  Private  prescriptions  as  in  most 
islands  are  the  "modus  operandi". 

The  rewards  available  in  Antigua  are 
not  sufficient  to  compensate  those  with 
the  higher  qualifications  obtainable  in 
Britain  or  Canada. 

It  is  a  revelation  to  visit  Antigua  and  the 
lesser  islands  to  see  the  need  (or  perhaps 
the  lack  of  it)  for  pharmacy  in  these 
smaller  or  poorer  communities.  It  seems 
that  the  doctor,  the  hospital,  the  govern- 
ment clinics  fulfil  the  purpose.  The  grow- 
ing awareness  of  pharmacy  is  only  found 
in  the  more  developed  or  developing 
countries  of  the  Caribbean. 


Country  Counter 

by  a  rural  area  pharmacist 

The  first  with  aid 


As  I  write  this,  the  dispensary  floor  is 
being  scrubbed  to  remove  the  blood 
stains  —  no  it's  not  a  fight  over  the 
amphetamines  —  it's  the  much  more  mun- 
dane problem  of  what  happens  when  an 
arm  and  a  circular  saw  come  into  contact. 

When  I  was  at  colleee,  we  were  told 
that  our  job  was  to  dispense  what  the 
doctor  had  prescribed  —  that  first  aid  was 
not  included  in  the  curriculum  because  we 
weren't  supposed  to  know  anything  about 
first  aid.  I  realise  now,  of  course,  that  our 
lecturers  could  never  have  been  rural 
pharmacists.  For  one  thing  they  fondly 
imagined  it  was  the  pharmacist's  skilled 
job  to  dispense  —  now  that  I  work  in  the 
country  I  know  the  Government  re- 
cognises the  skills  of  the  ex-cinema 
usherette  who  dispenses  for  our  local  doc- 
tor partnership  (and  in  her  spare  time 
writes  the  prescriptions),  but  that's  another 
story. 

To  return  to  the  circular  saw.  The 
patient  in  question  had  been  using  the  saw 
to  trim  some  timber  and  had  slipped  and 
cut  his  arm.  It  was  a  fairly  deep  cut  with 


plenty  of  blood,  so  a  friend  rushed  him 
to  the  nearest  doctor  —  but  being  10.45 
am  he  was  out  on  his  rounds  and  wouldn't 
be  back  till  12.30.  Still,  the  doctor's  wife 
was  in  and  she  came  up  with  some  really 
sound  advice  —  "Go  up  to  the  chemist 
and  ask  him  to  bandage  it  until  the  doctor 
can  see  you."  Hence  the  need  to  scrub  the 
floor  and  a  hidden  loss  on  bandages. 

A  fortnight  or  so  ago,  a  visitor  to  the 
area  went  to  the  local  market  and  imagin- 
ing herself  a  countrywoman  started  fond- 
ling the  horses  there.  One  of  the  horses  in 
an  amorous  mood  fondled  her  arm  —  well 
it  wasn't  so  much  a  fondle,  more  a  bite, 
so  of  course  a  few  minutes  later  she  was 
seated  in  the  dispensary  being  bandaged 
up  and  periodically  revived  with  smelling 
salts  and  water  (horse  bites  do  hurt!) 
whilst  one  of  the  staff  tried  to  contact  a 
doctor.  By  the  way,  in  case  you  ask,  the 
nearest  casualty  department  in  a  hospital 
is  20  miles  away,  and  there  are  three  buses 
a  day. 

This  sort  of  thing  is  happening  all  the 
time  —  it  is  impossible  to  refuse  to  do 


what  you  can  until  a  doctor  is  available 
and  yet  we  seem  to  set  ourselves  against 
having  proper  training  for  it. 

Veterinary  business  plays  a  part  in  most 
rural  pharmacies  and  we  are  many  times 
asked  for  help  and  advice  on  such  matters 
as  anaemic  pigs,  calves  with  mange,  cocci- 
diosis  in  poultry,  and  so  on.  Once  again 
I  entered  this  field  from  college  with  no 
knowledge  and  found  it  very  difficult  to 
obtain  that  information  since,  of  course, 
the  big  farmers  go  direct  to  the  manufac- 
turers and  for  serious  problems  to  their 
vets.  But  there  are  many  who  keep  a  few 
pigs,  a  few  chickens  etc,  and  who  look 
to  their  pharmacist  for  help.  It  seems  to 
me  wrong  that  we  as  a  profession  do  not 
provide  young  pharmacists  with  the  op- 
portunity to  learn  about  animal  health 
products. 

Many  pharmacists  also  handle  garden 
and  farm  crop  products  —  fertilisers,  in- 
secticides, weed  killers,  etc.  Some  of  these 
products  are  potentially  lethal  (we  sell 
many  7-lb  tins  of  cyanide  —  don't  let 
them  tell  you  that  myxomatosis  killed  off 
all  the  rabbits).  Customers  tend  to  accept 
warnings  and  advice  from  a  pharmacist 
that  they  would  not  accept  from  other 
people,  so  for  this  reason  it  is  vitally  im- 
portant that  a  pharmacist  knows  the  facts. 

When  college  lecturers  plan  their  next 
courses,  may  I  put  in  a  plea  to  them  to 
remember  rural  practice.  And  when  new 
books  are  planned,  how  about  one  on 
rural  and  country  pharmacy  and  its' 
problems? 
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Were  good  for  business.  j

Restricted  titles  question  to  be 
eferred  to  membership 


The  question  of  the  use  of  restricted  titles 
n  advertising  is  being  referred  by  the 
ouncil  to  the  membership. 
Following  the  discussion  by  the  Ethics 
ommittee  on  the  Care  Chemist  group  and 
m  sales  promotion  in  respect  of  Co- 
operative pharmacies,  it  was  felt  that  the 
natter  should  be  raised  with  the  members, 
rst  by  circulating  a  discussion  document 
o  the  branches  to  be  followed  by  a  motion 
o  be  presented  to  the  branch  representa- 
ives'  meeting  in  1975.  It  was  suggested 
that  a  letter  should  be  sent  to  the  branches 
t  once  asking  that  time  should  be  set 
side  for  discussion  of  the  subject  during 
he  1974-75  branch  programme.  The 
Council  agreed  that  a  draft  discussion  pro- 
gramme should  be  prepared  and  that  the 
branches  should  be  advised  of  the  Coun- 
's  intentions  immediately. 
The  Ethics  Committee  took  the  view 
that  the  footline  in  the  latest  Care 
Chemist  group  newspaper  advertisement 
showing  sponsorship  by  Independent 
Chemists  Marketing  Ltd  was  in  such  large 
letters  that  any  improvement  over  previous 
advertisements  in  relation  to  the  invidious 
istinction  was  to  a  great  extent  offset.  It 
was  felt  that  that  point  should  be  made 
to  Mr  J.  Wright  (secretary  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union),  and  that  he  should 
be  reminded  that  the  question  of  the  in- 
idious  distinction  created  by  the  Care 
Group  title  had  never  been  properly 
answered  by  Independent  Chemists  Mar- 
keting Ltd.  It  was  recommended,  and  the 
Council  agreed,  that  a  letter  should  be 
sent  to  Mr  Wright  explaining  the  Com- 
mittee's views.  It  was  reported  to  the  Com- 
mittee that  during  the  month  a  letter  had 
been  received  from  the  secretary  of  the 
Sheffield  branch  of  the  Society  stating  that 
t  its  annual  general  meeting,  held  on 
April  24,  there  had  been  unanimous  agree- 
ment that  "the  term  'Care  Chemist'  was  to 
be  deprecated  as  it  gave  the  public  the  in- 
vidious idea  that  there  was  a  difference 
in  the  professional  ability  of  the  members" 

Survey  of  pharmacies 

The  Council  agreed  that  a  survey  of  phar- 
macies should  be  conducted  in  October. 
1974.  A  questionnaire  is  to  be  sent  to  a 
random  sample  of  one  sixth  of  all  phar- 
macies in  Britain. 
The  Manpower  Committee  noted  that  in 
973,  according  to  the  Registrar's  Report, 
761  graduates  in  pharmacy  were  registered 
as  pharmacists  for  the  first  time,  represent- 
ng  83  per  cent  of  the  number  of  first 
year  entrants  to  schools  of  pharmacy  four 
years  previously.  Over  the  past  four  years 
the  average  ratio  of  new  registrations  to 
the  previous  first  year  entrants  was  81  per 
ent. 

The  projections  of  future  numbers  of 
pharmacists  from  the  1972  survey  of  phar- 
macists are  to  be  revised  to   take  into 


account  the  estimated  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  new  registrations. 

The  Committee  also  noted  that  the  de- 
mand for  places  in  schools  of  pharmacy 
had  increased  considerably  in  1973,  with 
the  result  that  schools  could  be  more 
selective  in  their  admissions.  That  would 
be  expected  to  reduce  losses  from  academic 
failure  and  hence  to  increase  the  number 
of  new  registrations  in  1977  above  the 
estimated  900. 

It  was  considered  that  the  effects  of  the 
present  increase  in  new  registrations  would 
probably  not  be  evident  for  some  years. 

Fees  unchanged 

The  Council  decided  that  no  increases  in 
fees  should  be  proposed  for  1975. 

The  Education  Committee  reported  that 
a  graduate  had  informed  the  Society  on 
May  12  that  he  would  complete  his  pre- 
registration  year  in  a  general  practice 
pharmacy  on  June  28,  1974,  but  he  had 
not  told  the  Society  of  the  commencement 
of  his  preregistration  period,  nor  had  the 
establishment  been  approved.  The  respon- 
sible pharmacist  had  been  asked  to  submit 
an  application  form  immediately  and  the 
inspector's  comments  on  the  application 
had  been  invited.  It  had  been  found  that 
the  pharmacy's  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  and  Martin- 
dale  were  not  the  current  editions  and  the 
inspector  had  expressed  doubt  as  to 
whether  the  experience  provided  would 
fulfil  the  Society's  requirements,  principally 
because,  for  the  greater  part  of  each  day, 
there  was  only  one  pharmacist  to  super- 
vise the  dispensing  of  between  12,000  and 
15,000  prescriptions  per  month. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  graduate 
should  be  informed  that,  as  a  concession, 
which  would  not  be  regarded  as  a  prece- 
dent, six  months  of  the  employment  under- 
taken so  far  would  be  recognised  and  he 
would  be  required  to  undertake  a  further 
period  of  six  months  in  another  general 
practice  or  hospital  establishment  which 
had  been  approved  for  preregistration  ex- 
perience. It  was  also  recommended  that 
consideration  of  the  application  from  the 
general  practice  establishment  at  which 
the  graduate  had  been  employed  be  de- 
ferred, pending  a  visit  and  subsequent 
report  by  a  member  of  Council. 

Mr  A.  Howells  thought  the  recommen- 
dation was  fair  and  reasonable  to  the 
student  involved,  but  he  was  disturbed  at 
the  "deplorable  situation"  which  had 
arisen.  It  seemed  incredible  to  him  that 
only  one  pharmacist  was  there  to  dispense 
between  12,000  and  15,000  prescriptions 
per  month.  He  pointed  out  that  a  graduate 
might  find  himself  in  the  situation  of  not 
being  aware  that  the  premises  had  not 
been  approved  because  he  was  not  asked 
to  make  that  inquiry  beforehand.  Mrs 
E.  J.  M.  Leigh  said  that  the  onus  was  on 
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students  to  make  sure  that  premises  were 
registered  before  they  undertook  training 
there.  They  were  informed  by  the  colleges 
and  a  statement  appeared  in  the  Society's 
journal.  The  Council  agreed  to  the 
recommendations. 

It  was  decided  that  the  Society's 
medicines  testing  laboratory  in  Edinburgh 
should  be  approved  as  the  equivalent  of 
an  industrial  establishment  for  the  purpose 
of  preregistration  experience. 

Graduates  and  responsible  pharmacists 
are  to  be  reminded  that  if  they  wish  to 
make  any  comments,  in  confidence,  in 
addition  to  those  included  in  a  pre- 
registration experience  report,  they  can 
write  direct  to  the  secretary  and  registrar. 
The  reminder  is  to  be  included  as  a  note 
added  to  the  present  form  which  is  pro- 
vided for  preregistration  experience 
reports. 

Sir  John  Richardson  has  been  elected 
an  honorary  fellow  of  the  Society  and 
Mr  Remy  Morice,  an  honorary  member. 

The  Council  decided  that  the  dates  for 
the  following  meetings  in  1975  should  be: 
regional  secretaries'  meeting,  March  19; 
annual  general  meeting  and  branch  rep- 
resentatives' meeting  —  May  21  and  May 
22  respectively;  and  the  branch  secretaries' 
meeting  —  October  15. 

The  Organisation  Committee  recom- 
mended, and  the  Council  agreed,  that  in 
1975,  providing  there  was  no  strong 
objection  by  the  Norwich  Conference  com- 
mittee, the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference ball  and  excursion  should  be 
optional  extras,  as  a  means  of  reducing  the 
cost  of  the  Conference  ticket.  It  was  felt 
that  the  effect  of  such  a  change  on 
attendance  could  only  be  determined  by 
experimenting  in  one  year.  It  was  also  de- 
cided that  the  Sunday  evening  of  the  Con- 
ference should  be  kept  inexpensive  with 
provision  of  cash  bars  and  no  special  en- 
tertainment. The  Norwich  committee  is  to 
consider  the  proposal  this  month. 

New  building 

Plans  for  the  assembly  hall,  foyer,  cloak- 
room and  other  rooms  connected  with  the 
assembly  hall  of  the  new  headquarters 
were  explained  at  a  meeting  of  the  New 
Building  Committee.  As  it  was  necessary 
to  provide  for  meetings  where  the  full 
capacity  of  the  hall  would  be  used  (340). 
for  smaller  (200)  and  also  for  meetings 
involving  150  or  100  people,  the  architect 
said  that  he  had  provided  for  a  telescopic 
stage  which  could  be  brought  forward  so 
as  to  reduce  the  floor  area  of  the  hall. 
That  would  allow  meetings  beneath  the 
maximum  size  to  be  accommodated  with- 
out being  "lost"  in  a  large  hall. 

The  New  Building  Committee  was  in- 
formed that  work  was  progressing  satisfac- 
torily on  the  Lambeth  site.  The  dry 
weather  had  enabled  the  programme  to  be 
some  nine  weeks  ahead  of  the  schedule. 

Concerning  family  planning  services  in 
the  reorganised  National  Health  Service, 
the  Practice  Committee  recommended,  and 
the  Council  agreed,  that  the  Society's  view 
that  the  quantity  of  oral  contraceptive 
tablets  prescribed  should  be  restricted  to 
three  months'  supply  until  discussions  had 
been  completed  with  the  Department  of 
Health  on  a  "repeat  prescription  system", 
should  be  reiterated.

Council  report 

Continued  from  p  767 

Following  an  approach  from  the 
National  Kidney  Research  Fund  asking  if 
the  Society  would  be  prepared  to  agree  to 
"donor  cards"  being  available  in  phar- 
macies for  distribution  to  interested  mem- 
bers of  the  public,  the  Council  decided 
that  if  supplies  of  the  cards  were  made 
available  to  pharmacies  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  the  Society  would  en- 
courage pharmacists  to  display  them. 

Following  the  Society's  suggestion  to  the 
Health  Education  Council  that  it  should 
issue  a  statement  encouraging  the  com- 
munications media  not  to  name  medicines 
involved  in  cases  of  abuse,  a  reply  had 
been  received  from  the  director  of  the 
HEC  saying  that,  in  the  HEC's  view,  any 
pronouncement  by  it  would  be  most  un- 
likely to  have  any  effect  on  those  who 
produced  the  minority  of  press,  radio  and 
television  reports  which  still  mentioned 
the  name  of  drugs. 

The  Practice  Committee  felt  that  in- 
formation should  be  collected  by  the  press 
secretary  through  branch  press  officers  of 
a  specific  incident  where  publicity  includ- 
ing the  naming  of  a  medicine  had  resulted 
in  demand  for  that  medicine  being 
stimulated.  It  was  agreed  that  the  first 
available  opportunity  to  collect  such 
evidence  should  be  taken. 

At  the  begining  of  the  Council  meeting 
the  president  extended  a  warm  welcome  to 
the  new  members  of  Council  (Mr  Dalglish, 
Mr  Gordon,  Dr  Maddock  and  Mr  Mill- 
ward),  and  expressed  the  gratitude  of  the 
Council  to  Mr  Roberts  and  Mr  Roxburgh, 
who  had  been  unsuccessful  in  the  Council 
election,  for  their  contribution  to  pharmacy. 

Glass  makers  in  trouble 

Glass  manufacturers  have  had  to  cut  back 
production  this  week  following  an  in- 
dustrial dispute  at  ICI  Mond  division's 
soda  glass  plant  in  Cheshire.  Soda  glass, 
a  constituent  in  glass  manufacture,  is  pro- 
duced at  the  Cheshire  plant,  and  ICI, 
monopoly  suppliers  in  the  UK,  have  re- 
duced supplies  to  the  glass  manufacturers 
to  50  per  cent  of  last  year's  levels. 
□  The  EEC  Commission  has  condemned 
a  series  of  breaches  of  the  EEC  Treaty  by 
an  agreement  between  hollow  glass  con- 
tainers in  Germany,  Belgium,  Holland. 
France  and  Italy.  The  actions  are  said  to 
go  back  to  1955,  and  checks  carried  out 
in  1971-72  showed  that,  under  the  cover 
of  forbidding  dishonest  practice  between 
participants,  certain  clauses  were  in  fact 
aimed  at  impeding  normal  competitive 
measures  in  the  area  of  prices,  discounts 
and  trading  conditions.
